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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims 1-20 are deemed not to over come 
the prior art. First, the Applicant argued that "the flexible input device is desired to be positionable on the display". However the 
Independent claims 1 and 13 just state "a switch platform mounted to detect a touching about a periphery of said display" and the 
independent claim 18 states "electrical switches positioned adjacent respective edges of said display panel". Therefore, the applicant's 
arguments and the claim language are inconsistent. Moreover, Brisebois also suggests that the shape of active edge inputdevice may 
vary depending on the user environment (col. 3, lines 51-56). Second, the Applicant argued that "no proper motivation to combine Goto 
and Brisebois". However, Brisebois suggest that the active edge input device consistent with different devices such as notebook 
computer, wireless communication device... depending on the user environment Therefore, it would have been obvious to incorporate 
the active edge input device of Brisebois in the camera system of Goto in order to eliminate physical keys, small computing device 
manufactures can significantly reduce the size, weight and cost of the camera device. 
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
